Lawrence McCurry, R.I.P (September 9, 1961 - July 
7, 2022) 
We have lost a powerful freedom journalist. Lawrence McCurry of 
Scarborough, Ontario passed away July 7. He had been in ill health 
with respiratory problems for several years. He was one of the key 
writers with the satirical tabloid YOUR WARD NEWS. He wrote 
for various other publications across Canada. Irascible and 
combative, Lawrence had a stubborn determination to find the truth. 
He stormed out of the Canadian Postal hearings seeking to remove 
the mailing rights of YOUR WARD NEWS, based on complaints by 
the usual opponents of free speech -- Warren Kinsella, the Center 
for Israel and Jewish Affairs, Richard Warman, and others. 
Lawrence had little tolerance for bullies and lies. He was a close 
acquaintance of CSIS spy Grant Bristow in the 1980s before he 
became a government spy/agent provocateur as a member of the 
Heritage Front. Lawrence wrote a fascinating article on Bristow for 
YOUR WARD NEWS. In 2012, Lawrence was also involved with 
Paul Hellyer's Canadian Action Party. 


Hamilton Mayoralty Candidate Paul Fromm 

Excluded By Cable 14 From Candidates' Debate Will 
File Discrimination Complaint With CRTC 
HAMILTON, September 20, 2022. Hamilton Mayoralty candidate 
Paul Fromm announced today that he is filing a formal complaint of 
discrimination with the CRTC against local cable station Cable 14. 
"Excluding nominated candidates from the mayoralty debate is 
discriminatory and wrong. In 2018, there were 14 mayoral candidates 
and the debate went off well. This year, there are only nine," says 
Fromm. 


Cable 14 seems to want to make or control the news, rather than 
report it, he adds. "All candidates should be included. The give and 
take of a debate lets voters know the candidates better. The criteria 
Cable 14 is using to exclude candidates are hopelessly vague and ill- 
defined. They want only candidates "having a reasonable chance of 
obtaining enough votes to be competitive on Election Night." It's a 
month before election day. The campaign is young. "Exclusion from 
the debate lessens a candidate's chances of being ‘competitive,’ says 
Fromm. 


Cable 14's exclusionary policy seems to violate the station's own 
mission statement, Fromm charges. The station says:" Cable 14 is a 
local specialty channel serving the Hamilton and Haldimand 
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communities. ...Cable 14 showcases the Greater Hamilton area ..., 
by providing an avenue for diverse voices and alternative choices." 
Excluding some candidates is the opposite of providing a forum for 


diverse voices, says Fromm. 


It appears the deplatforming and thought control freaks in the media 
are hard at work at Cable 14 in Hamilton. This is the community 
cable station in Hamilton. In the 2018 federal election, all 14 
candidates were invited to participate in a live debate. Not this year. 
Only select candidates will be invited. Apparently. I am not among 


the hand-picked few. 


Well, then, how do the deplatformers decide? Here are their criteria: " 
In the same approach as the recent provincial and federal election 
campaigns, criteria has been established to determine which 
candidates will be invited to participate on-stage in the live debate. 
The participation criteria has been created by the debate producers, in 
collaboration with our media colleagues. Candidates invited to appear 
live have demonstrated the ability to generate significant city-wide, 
issues-based conversation in the media and public sphere. Additional 
criteria considered included candidate performance during previous 
election campaigns (where applicable), consideration of public 
polling results ahead of the debate, and other available evidence of 
candidates having a reasonable chance of obtaining enough votes to 
be competitive on Election Night 


Are you any wiser? 


I sought clarification from station employee James McMillan 
jmemillan@cable14.com. He did not explain but merely repeated the 
criteria to me. So, let's go through them one by one: 


1. " Candidates invited to appear live have demonstrated the ability to 
generate significant city-wide, issues-based conversation in the media 
and public sphere." What does that mean? I have seen articles on 
Andrea Horwath, former Ontario NDP leader, who is running and 
on former Mayor Bob Bratina. Two mainstream articles have been 
done on me -- a hit piece by CBC, September 3, and a relatively 
objective Global News story, August 12. My candidacy has even 
caused Bernie Farber in Ottawa to raise concerns I might misuse the 
voters’ list. That would seem to mean I have generated "an issues 
based conversation." A Google search of my name, will show that I 
have more entries than any candidate except Andrea Horwath and 
Bob Bratina. 


2. " Additional criteria considered included candidate performance 
during previous election campaigns (where applicable)." This is 
unfair. If a candidate has not run previously, is he/she excluded. If 
they have run, are they only included if they won? None of that is 
clear. I ran for Mayor of Hamilton in 2014 and placed 6th put of 14. 
Does that put me in the winners’ circle at Cable 14? Bratina, Ejaz 


Butt, Andrea Horwath and Michael Pattison have all run in 
previous elections. Why am | excluded? 


3. "Consideration of polling results ahead of the debate." Has there, 
in fact, been any polling? Candidates aren't even allowed to put up 
signs until September 26, according to Hamilton By-law FC0211a. 
Interest only begins to pick up after Labour Day. 


Dissecting A CBC Smear 


The Canadian Broadcasting Corporation is poisonous. A recent 
smear article pretends to be election coverage of my candidacy for 
Mayor of Hamilton. Instead, most of it deals with the paranoid fears 
of a chronic drama queen and attention seeker, Bernie Farber. 
Formerly the CEO of the now defunct Canadian Jewish Congress, 
he is now CEO of the heavily government funded Canadian Anti- 
Hate Network, which is stridently anti-free speech. Farber, who lives 
in Ottawa, not Hamilton "reacted to Fromm getting voters’ names and 
addresses by saying, 'What can be done with that is a little 
frightening.’ Farber, however, said releasing people's home 
addresses, in an era when information can be shared easily online, 
puts individuals who work in the public domain or who say or do 
things that 'racists and bigots don't like' at risk. If a bad guy wanted to 
find out where the good guys lived, all they have to do is run for 
office," Farber told CBC Hamilton in late August, calling Fromm 
"the great-grandfather of the neo-Nazi movement in this country." 


The article contains some outright lies: 


* Farber, whose paranoia has led him to take himself off all voters’ 
lists, calls me " "the great-grandfather of the neo-Nazi movement in 
this country." WOW, I must be old. The reporter, who sat on the 
story for two weeks, a smear job but not a rush job, never sought my 
response. For the records, I am not a "neo-Nazi". 


* "Fromm has advocated for whites-only immigration and marched 
with Nazis." False, the Canada First Immigration Reform 
Committee has never urged a Whites-only policy, but instead 
immigration that does not upset the ethnic balance. The Globalist 
immigration policies of both Liberals and Conservatives have 
waged demographic war on Canada's founding/settler people, which 
will result in our becoming a minority by 2050. That is, indeed, a 


racist policy on their part. The reporter never asked for my response. 


* One Lyndon George, executive director, Hamilton Anti-Racism 
Resource Centre slandered me: " "Fromm has made hate his life 
work... From anti-Semitic to anti-immigrant statements, he has a 
long and well-known list of hate associated with his name." Even 
under Canada's anti-free speech hate laws, I have never been charged 
with hate. Usually, when an anti-free speecher accuses someone of 
"hate", it tells you nothing about the impugned views, but really tells 
you that the accuser hates those views. Of course, I was never asked 


for my reaction to this slander. 


* "The Canadian Association for Free Expression, which has 
campaigned in support of Holocaust deniers." CAFE has campaigned 
for the right of people, regardless of their opinions, to be free to 
speak their minds. I was never asked if the accusation were true. 


* "Citizens for Foreign Aid Reform, which opposes foreign aid." 
Untrue, we advocate considerable restrictions and reforms of foreign 
aid. We believe in putting Canada and Canadians first. I was never 
asked if the accusation were true. 


* "The Canada First Immigration Reform Committee, which 
opposes immigration, particularly by people who are not of European 


descent." Untrue, as I've stated above. I was never asked if the

Two-week Trial Underway in Saskatoon Against 


Maxime Bernier & 23 Others s for Peaceful Protests 
SASKATOON: The Justice Centre for Constitutional Freedom 
announces that the trial of the Honourable Maxime Bernier, leader 
of the People’s Party of Canada, and dozens of other protestors 
charged for attending an anti-lockdown rally in Saskatoon on May 9, 
2021, started today in Saskatoon. The trial scheduled to run for two 
weeks. 


On May 9, 2021, a peaceful outdoor protest against government 
violations of Canadians’ constitutional rights and freedoms was held 
near the Vimy Memorial in Kiwanis Park. The Saskatoon Police 
Service aggressively targeted the protestors by posting images of 
many of them online, and subsequently issuing dozens of summons 
tickets, each with a $2800 fine. Later, Saskatchewan prosecutors also 
issued charges via Criminal Code Information against 46 individuals. 
Justice Centre lawyers represent 23 of the defendants at this trial, 
including Mr. Bernier, a Saskatchewan freedom advocate Mark 
Friesen (known as the Grizzly Patriot), and Darrell Mills. On 
behalf of Mr. Mills and a young mother who attended outdoor 
protests, Justice Centre lawyers argued a constitutional challenge in 
the Court of Queen’s Bench (now King’s Bench) to the 
Saskatchewan government’s strict restrictions on outdoor protests on 
June 29, 2022. The Court’s decision in that matter is pending. 
Meanwhile, Saskatchewan prosecutors are continuing to pursue 
charges against individuals who attended even small anti-lockdown 
protests. No charges were issued to people who participated in 
protests for other causes that exceeded the 10 to 30 person limits the 
Saskatchewan Government imposed on outdoor gatherings. In the 
next six months, Justice Centre lawyers are scheduled to defend 
protestors in more than a dozen other trials scheduled in Provincial 
Courts in Saskatchewan. 


“There is no legal or medical justification for the strict numerical 
restrictions imposed on outdoor protests in Saskatchewan,” states 
Marty Moore, a lawyer with the Justice Centre. “Yet, an incredible 
amount of public resources, including prosecution and court time, has 
been committed to prosecuting protestors. The targeting of these 


protestors is not on the basis that their protests were a health risk, but 
rather because they expressed opposition to the government’s 


unjustified restrictions on Canadians’ constitutional rights and 
freedoms. Not a single transmission of COVID has been associated 


with an outdoor protest in Saskatchewan, and, yet, the government 
continues to go after protestors for exercising their constitutionally- 
protected freedoms of expression and peaceful assembly.”
